These are citizens of the Union, im- 
poverished by the fearful scourge of 
war, to be helped. Let us help to 
rebuild their ho: es; to restock their 
farms; to begin life anew in a land 
of human freedom. “Let us have 
peace.”

EMOCRACY AND THE PHILIP PINES 
Marse Henry Watterson wants Uncle 
Sam to sell, or surrender, or otherwise relin- 
quish the Philippine Islands. He would dis- 
pose of them after the old-fashioned New 
England pauper auction method, where the 
town poor were sold by the head to whoever 
would accept the least sum from the public 
treasury for feeding and caring for them. 

The nation is indebted largely if not en- 
tirely to Billy Boy Bryan for the possession 
_of our job lot of Orient isles. The Treaty ol 
Paris by which they were acquired was 
pending before the United States Senate. 
There were not enough Republican Senators 
to make up the two-thirds vote necessary 
for ratification, and the Democratic Senators 
stood aloof and sneered. Bryan had then 
only one defeat for President to his credit— 
or debit. President McKinley had commis- 
sioned him as a colonel and assigned him to 
duty in a Florida camp where he could, like 
Job’s war horse, view the battle from afar— 
very far off. 

When peace came, “Col.” Bryan did not 
doff his uniform that was unstained with the 
smoke of battle, neither did he pound his 
goreless sword into a reaping hook. On the 
contrary, he arrayed himself in full military 
regalia and went clanking into the Senate 
lobby like a cheap steam register in a coun- 
try hotel. There he persuaded and doml- 
nated nineteen Democratic Senators into 
voting to ratify the Treaty of Paris, and the 
Philippines were ours. 

Then Bryan accepted a second Democratic 
nomination for President and perambulated 
the country denouncing the acquisition of 
our insular possessions as “imperialism” and 
“militarism.” 

And now Democracy wants to get rid of 
the islands—sell them, give them away, lose 
tuem in the shuffle, throw them into the dis 
card—‘“anywhere, anywhere out of the way." 

To whom shall they be sold? To a Euro 
pean power, so that the closed gates of com 
merce with Asia, which Dewey's guns 
crashed through, may be rebuilt, and closed 
and locked, and the keys placed in the 
pocket of England or Germany?

DISASTROUS POLICY. 

During the four years of the last Cleve- 
land administration the balance of trade in 
our favor—that is to say, the excess of our 
exports over our imports, was ‘less than 
$30,000,000 per annum. After McKinley 
was elected and the Wilson tariff was suc- 
ceeded by the Dingley tariff the excess of 
our exports over our imports was for the 
next fourteen years over $250,000,000 per 
annum. 

A tariff for revenue only will not raise 
any revenue unless it is made so low that 
goods manufactured abroad can come into 
this country. Congressman Wilder of Mas- 
sachusetts, in a recent speech against what 
is called the farmers’ free list bill, aptly 
illustrated the working of a revenue tariff 
as follows: 

“We buy $100,000,000 abroad on which 

- We pay an ad valorem duty of 15 per 
cent. The American people have to put 
out $115,000,000 to get these goods in 
from abroad, $100,000,000 going abroad 
and $15,000,000 going into the United 
States Treasury as impost duties. This 
$100,000,000, and for every multiple 
thereof an equal amount, would repre- 
sent from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000 of 
American labor, and consequently from 
$50,000,000 to $75,000,000 of purchasing 
power in this country. 

“You say my quota of labor is too 
large for this amount pt products, but I 
tell you nay; there is'not only the last 
completing factory's pay roll, but there 
is the pay roll of every factory that fur- 
nishes materials and supplies for the 
last or completing factory, so that the 
entire pay roll for any $100,000,000 of 
manufactured goods brought in from 
abroad decreases our purchasing power 
from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000, and in 
many instances decreases it by the 
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_ gre pretty certain that, with his good opinion

“Man,” says the Psalmist, “is born to 
trouble as the sparks fly upward.” Much 
of the trouble that man experiences is care- 
fully prepared by himself for himself. There 
is, for example, his habit of keeping a frec- 
ord of his birthdays. To give him an early 
start his fond parents note the first birth- 
day in the family Bible. The more en- 
lightened they are, the more highly civil- 
ized, the less apt they are to ‘ail in this 
parental obligation. They carefully ignore 
the general experience that such a record 
becomes very inconvenient toward its latter 
end. Th he knows that a fixed num- 
ber of birthdays will effectually bar him 
from places and privileges he may be other- 
wise eligible for, man faithfully keeps the 
record of his accumulation. Not only this, 
but he often has a feast and calls in his 
friends to help him make a joyful noise 
about it. After early life a birthday repre 
sents but one thing, the passage of a year 
from a man’s credits to the debit side of 
his life. If he had gained one, if its 365 
days had been added to his stock of time 
to be spent in profit or pleasure as he might 
add so many dollars to his bank’ account, 
one could better understand his anniversary 
song of self-giorification. But why should 
he act up like a hen that has laid a fresh 
egg on a Sunday morning when everybody 
else was at church, because he has spent 
another of his allotted years? 

Why should an individual unit of the 
great human aggregation care to keep an 
exact record of the number of days or of 
years since he appeared “in the scheme of 
things entire,” anyway? One agepost in 
his life is all that self-interest demands of 
a man—his twenty-first birthday. To have 
existed twenty-one years entitles him to the 
rights and privileges claimed by the adult 
members of his tribe. Nothing else can 
take the place c! this test of his fitness for 
civilized citizenship. Ability to hold his 
own in a wrestling match or other physical 
stunt with standard adults doesn’t count. 
Ability to say the multiplication table back- 
wards wouldn't give him a show, though 
these might seem better proof than his 
twenty-first birthday that he would be able 
to vote the straight ticket straight, to get 
married or to stay single, to venture al] he 
had by going a friend’s security or to lose 
it all on a dark horse, according to law. 

It is not nature that has fastened on man 
the martyrdom of his birthdays. Nature 
has fixed no arbitrary age limitations. This 
is every day exemplified in the people about 
us.

“The only entrance to Elysian Park 
that can be called such with pro- 
priety, is through the Fremont Gate, 
and immediately beyond there lies 4 
long stretch of up-hill road, attractive 
to motor cars and horseback riders, 
but wearying to those on foot. It is 
a beautiful park, containing many at- 
tractive valleys and hills, and the dif- 
ficult problem before the Park Com- 
mission, and one which has received 
much study, is the obtaining of suit- 
able entrances on which street-car 
lines can be built, leading up to some 
of its broad, wooded valleys, and 
which will permit those who have 
to go on foot, to promptly and easily 
obtain access to it. 

“Griffith Park, owing to its topo- 
graphic and general physical condi- 
tions and its extent in area, should 
be perpetuated in its natural state. | 
know of no other park in the United 
States offering such varied and attrac- 
tive features, and capable of such a 
magnificent development. Hiere 
should be preserved the natural wild 
trees, wild flowers and wild animals 
that are indigenous to Southern Cali- 
fornia. Only roads and trails should 
be built in this park. On the south- 
ern slopes, which have been burnt o 
the planting of forest trees has bee 
started within the past year. A water 
system is now being built to aid in 
the rapid growth of oaks and syca- 
mores its southern valleys and 
mountain sides. Broad entrances are 
to be provided, largely due to the ef- 
forts of the Hollywood Board of 
Trade, and the isolation of this park 
will be overcome. Here also, street 
car lines should be encouraged. Sev- 
en and one-half miles of roadway 
have been built during the past year, 
and some twenty miles more have 
been projected. An extensive system 
of horseback trails has been started. 

“A fine natural opportunity § is 
found in one of the broad valleys of 
this park for the laying out of a mu- 
nicipal golf course. There is under 
consideration the building of an ar- 
tistic and effective fence around the 
entire park, through’ which entrances 
can be had by gates, so that the 
herbaceous wild animals of California 
can be liberated and allowed to roam 
over the broad areas of mountain and 
woodland. The ideal for this park is 
to preserfe it az a part of the primi- 
tive, natural conditions of Southern 
California. — 

BOULEVARD PLANS. 

“In many of the cities of the 
United States, parkways and  boule- 
vards have been constructed, connect- 
ing the parks. Minneapolis, Kansas 
City and Seattle have succeeded won- 
derfully in his class of park work. In 
Los Angeles we have nothing of the 
kind. There is not even a city street 


on reasonably easy grades connecting, 
for instance, Westlake and Sunset 
parks with Elysian Park. The Park 
Commission is particularly anxious to 
provide connecting parkways of this 
character.

ROGS-STITCHING may be done on 
canvas of severa! different degrees 
of fineness of mesh, a fact which 
is full of meaning for the worker whe 
wishes to lessen or increase a pattern 
without harming the symmetry of the 
design. 

The stitches must, of course, be 
counteg on the material itself and on 
the printed pattern: but by making due 
allowance for greater or less coarseness 
in the canvas, the above effects can be 
obtained.

the nomad tribe. It came not by family descent, but 
rather the oldest competent member of the tribe exer- 
cised the power. His office was very largely judicial, 
and his authority did not go much farther than the 
settling of disputes between individuals, families or 
factions of the people. The rules on which his de- 
cisions rested were a growth handed down by tradi- 
tions, with addétions made from time to time. The pa- 
triarch’s power came mostly* from an impersonal influ- 
ence and rested on the popularity he byilt up by wise, 
just judgments. His geat was not secure. The alle 
giance of the people sat very loosely upon them. In 
time, kargely fostered by the priesthood, grew up the 
custom of handing down the succession from father to 
son, and also the anointing of the King with sacred 
oil as the token of the authority held from heaven. 
With the lapse of time and the crystallizing of cus- 
tom this absolute power become unquestionable’ The 
will of the monarch was law to all. In Egypt a Phar- 
aoh could set at nought all the declarations of all the 
priests in his kingdom and exalt a slave Joseph to his 
right hand and decree that all, high and low, should 
obey the new “prime minister.” By a whim the 
Pharaoh might strip Joseph of all power and decree 
that he be cast into prison or be beheaded. In Baby- 
lon an @mperor might do the same act of exaltation to 
another slave and command all to obey Daniel, whom 
the next day he might order cast to the lions in the 
royal menagerie. In battle the King.commanded, and 
if defeated, the whole army without a thought of inde- 
pendent action went over to the victor and fought for 
him. The people counted for no more than a flack of 
does on the hillside, which when the leader of the 
harem was beaten in battle by another leader of a 
flock followed the winner of the conflict as cheerily as 
they did the buck they were abandoning. When Cyrus 
met his brother on the plains of the Euphrates his men 
were loyal until their leader fell. At once they all went 
over to the successful general, and both hosts turned 
the spear against the breasts of the Greeks who, with 
European notions in their heads, thought it proper to 
be loyal to Cyrus dead as they had been to Cyrus alive, 
and that they were not cattle to fall to the possession 
of their enemy because he had defeated their leader. 
No such ideas ever prevailed in primitive Europe, nor 


/ were such customs known until after the continent fell 


more or less under Asiatic influence. The Celts were 
the earliest race to spread over Europe. The first au- 
thentical history of the continent reveals these adven- 


turous, brawny and brave people as spread from the 
| Mediterranean Sea and the Straits of Gibraltar to the 


River Scheldt and from the Alps to the tarthest head- 
lands that jut out from Wales and _ Ireland into the 
stormy Atlantic. They were an exceedingly religious 


/race, and the Druids of Britain exercised a powerful 


influence in the lives of the people and over the minds 
of the rulers. In fact, these Druid priests were the 
real governors, but the office was not hereditary and 
its exercise came almost solely from the personal abil- 
ity of the priest and from his popularity over those 
whom he governed. Moreover, the chiefs who repre- 
sented the purely civil functions of government, if capa- 
ble of impressing their followers with confidence, suc- 
cessfully defied the most influential of the Druid 
priests. In time hereditary rights took root among the 
Celts, but the maintenance of sway was at all times 
dependent on the capacity of the chief. It was after all 


gaore a persona! than an inherited exercise of power. 


Among the Pelasgian races, Greeks and Italians, the 
oriental idea of hereditary kingship and of an authority 
derived from heaven rather than from the people was 
absolutely unknown. The Greek poets used the word 
“basileus” to describe the early rulers, but it was an 
utter misnomer from the Asiatic peint of view. In 
later times it was the “archon,” or some similar official, 
who held sway. Or it was a despot, a word which ex- 
pressed one-man power and had no sinister significance 
attached to it. There were despots whose rule was 
wholly good, and who were the most popular of rulers, 
as there were bad despots like Dionysius of Syracuse. 
The Latins followed the example of the Greeks in call- 
ing their rulers of ancient times kings, and some of 
them exercised very despotic power, while others fell 
heir to seats built by their fathers. But descent was 
very loosely held to. The later Romans after the days 
of the consuls and the republic were governed by ith- 
perators, from which we derive “emperor.” But the im- 
perator was simply a successful general, and the title 
was conferred by the soldiers on the field of battle after 
the defeat of the other army. Had the battle gone the 
other way the other general would have been the im- 
perator and would have held sway over the state. This 
was exactly the same custom that prevailed among the 
Teutonic tribes from which we get the word “king.” 
The root meaning of “emperor” is “commander;” that 
of “king” is “knowledge.” It is akin to our words 
“can,” “canny” and “ken.” It referred to the military 
leader who had the knowledge of war to win and the 
ability to put his knowledge into practice. After the 
battle he was_lifted on his shield by the soldiers and 
declared to be the “konig,” the one who “could do it.”

His power came from the voice of the army, and the 


soldiers in those days were the people. 

And so even if Dv Maurier is right and the East is 
poisonous, the mischief has not been of great detriment. 
Much of our civilization and all the root germs of our 
religion may be Asiatic. Still Europe has not taken 
either at its face value. The philosophy of Greece has 
gone side by side with the Hebrew Scriptures, and 
Teutonic ideas of individual manhood have impreg- 
nated the orjental idea of kinship with new meaning. 
The ruler of Germany may call himself Emperor and 
Kaiser, the lattef\\merely a modification of the personal 
hame Caesar, the greatest of Roman imperators, but 
dominating the Kaiser notion of “divine right” rises 
over the Asiatic type of thought the old Teutonic idea 
of power that comes from the people. His office of 
emperor is new and easily revokable. His older title 
of King of Prussia is hereditary, but the power is far 
from absolute. The people speak in the Reichstag 
with a volce more potent than that of the Kaiser. 

Wide over the world prevails the emperor idea of 
power that comes from the people and is exercised 
subject to their will. All America is composed of com- 
monwealths, which is the exact synonym of the Latin 
res publica. All Eiirope is either republican or gov- 
erned by limited monarchies in which the will of the 
people must be obeyed. All Asia is reaching out after 
parliaments. 

And it is so much better. At bottom no absolute 
monarchy ever existed. The most firmly-fixed despot- 
ism was at all times limited—not by law, but by the 
bomb, the dagger or the pistol. Soon the earth will 
not contain a nation where this institution will be nec- 
essary to safeguard the‘rights of the people. Instead 
of this bloody and barbarous remedy for wrong there 
will be written law enacted by the people's will to 
settle all disputes between peoples and their rulers. 
Despotisms and wars, kings and conflicts, have zone 
hand in hand from the beginning. With the universal 
prevalence of government of the people, by the people 
and for the people will soon follow the reign of univer- 
sal peace in which all disputes between peoples will be 
settled as they are between individuals, by the appli- 
cation of just laws.

Now who are these orange growers? Peasants for 
the most part. They are just a low step above the 
estate of the man who works for, the orange grower in 
the next orchard. Their wants are few, their ambitions 
low, their progress so slow that if their ancestors of cen- 
turies ago were to revisit the “glimpses of the moon” 
they would find things exactly as they were when they 
were on earth and tilling the little orchards. The ward- 
robe is scant, the food plain and none too abundant. 
Of schooling the children get little if any at all. Amuse- 
ment they do not dream of beyond those of the field. al- 
most as simple as those of the domestic animals about 
the house. Of the outside world they do not know a 
syllable. They are utterly unconscious of the events 
of the day in their own country. They go to church on 
Sundays (sometimes) as their ancestors did. They pay 
taxes as all before them have paid 
must not touch their neighbors’ goods, however much 
they may covet them. That there is a King in Madrid 
is a dimly-comprehended fact, but how the laws are 
made or the taxes spent they do not know and scarcely 
care. They have to pay their taxes, that is the one 
fact worth a thought. All else is out of the reach of 
their comprehension. They are amiable folk, honest in 
/their way, content with life in a most wonderful manner, 
happy where we would expect them to be filled with 
vain longings and plotting revolutions against church 
and state. Not a bit of this in the minds of these hard- 
working. industrious, frugal, simple people.

Tragedy of the “Unknown” Grave. 


In the national cemeteries alone there are the remains 
of 154,000 unknown heroes who have met death in the 
defense of their country, and who must, because of the 
loss of their identity, be denied individual recognitfon. 
Yet the nation has exhausted every resource in at- 
tempting to find the names of these heroic dead. The 
very futility of these deaths, from the standpoint of the 
credit received by the men as individuals, calls forth a 
sentimental appreciation of their service that over- 
shadows that accorded tae men with the handsomest 
monuments. The unknown are being reinterred in sa- 
cred ground, their graves are being kept green and 
great monuments are being erected to them collectively. 

Every effort is being made to prevent the recurrence 
in the future of the tragedy of the “unknown” grave. At 
the War Department army regulations have been drafted 
and put into execution that are so rigid that in the fu 
ture it will be impossible for the soldier who fights for 
his country to fail of identification wherever he may 
fall. 

Above all this, the government has developed a 
system of careful and generous’ disposition of 
the remains of the dead soldier or sailor that 
offers the greatest possible recompense to _ the 
aggrieved and the best possible chance for the 
perpetuation of the memory of the gloriously dead, 
for the remains of any man who dies in the service,

The graves of all soldiers and sailors who are buried 
in nationa) cemeteries are so marked when the identity 
of the individual is known. There are some eighty such 
cemeteries with a total of 360,000 men buried in them. 
But of this great aggregate of assembled dead of the 
military there are 154,000 buried beneath the slab of the 
“unknown.” At Vicksburg, Miss. there are 12,000 
graves with the mark “unknown.” There are acres and 
acres of these white headstones that mark the graves 
of soldiers whose identity was never established. At 
lredericksburg, Va., there is another 12,000 graves of 
men whose mothers never knew where they rested. 
There are 9000 of them at Memphis, 12,000 at Salisbury, 
N.C., 5000 at Richmond, 4000 at Nashville and similar 
and smaller numbers scattered over the country as a 
whole. At tne greatest of the national cemeteries, that 
at Arlington, opposite Washington, D.C., there is a 
single great monument that marks the burying place of 
211! unknown soldiers whose remains were gathered 
from the battle fields of Virginia. 


Tags for Identification. 


But the unknown population of the national cemeter- 
ies is to be prevented from largely increasing. The 
Federal government has been appalled at these ranks of 
graves that have cried out in protest against the obliv- 
ion into which the men who rest in them have sunk. The 
inhumanity of leaving the grave of the hero who dies for 
his country unmarked aroused the government, and ev- 
ery device is being resorted to in order that the repeti- 
tion of it may be prevented.

At many of the prjsons the dead Confederates were 
buried separately, and their graves were marked with 
seir names. In these cases the graves are being per- 
ganently marked with headstones of a design different 
trom those used for the Union troops, but in no way less 
imposing. There is the cemetery at Elmira, N.Y., for 
instance. The resting place of the Confederate dead at 
that point is no less beautiful nor well cared for than are 
gny of the national cemeteries. 

But in: most instances it was found that the dead had 
been buried in trenches, as were most of the dead on 
both sides in that war. Here it is impossible to identify 
the individual remains, but the.names of all the men 
buried in given trenches are to be found in the records 
a@ the prison. In such cases one imposing monument 
is erected over the spot and the names of all the dead 
resting there are inscribed upon it. 

Such a Monument has been erected at Camp Douglas, 
Chicago, and upon it are the names of 4275 Confederates. 
At Point Lookout are the remains of 3300 prisoners who 
died, and their resting place has been marked by a 
similar monument. The same course is being followed 
st Finns Point, N.J.; at Alton, Ill.; at Camp Morton, Ind., 
and at Camp Chase, Columbus, O. All such burying 
grounds are to be marked. by January 1, 1912, and the 
commission appointed for the purpose is to be dis- 
banded. 

The Federal government has taken no action toward 
marking the graves of Confederate soldiers other than 
hose who died in northern prisons and hospitals, but. 
throughout the South the various organizations, such as 
the United Confederate Veterans and the Daughters of 
the Confederacy, have given ample recognition to the.

A VISIT TO MAGELLAN STRAITS AND 
PUNTA ARENAS. 
By Helen Bartlett Bridgman. 


Punta Arenas is the most southerly town in the 
world, as Greenland’s Upernavik is the most north- 
erly. The wonder of “Sandy Point” is not to me so 
much that it is what it is, a comfortable little spot of 
some 20,000 inhabitants, but that we are there! Think 
of being 54 deg. south latitude, only 36 from the south 
pole, the same as Hudson Bay in the north. To be 
sure, it is the lower part of Hudson Bay, but the winds 
come right smart here from bleak Cape Horn and the 
south pole, just as they do at the other place, more or 
less, from Cape Herbert L. Bridgman and the north 
pole! 
Part of our one day at Punta Arenas we have spent 
in going to the coal mines at Loreto. The town itself

The most interesting chapter in the history of the 
Civli War deals, not with its deadly engagements, but 
with the conduct of its soldiers when off the battle field;

hour. In the early morning, overcome by fatigue, he 
crawled into the shelter of some bushes and fell into 
the sleep of utter exhaustion.

CEREMONY ON MEMORIAL DAY BY 
AMERICAN COLONY IN PARIS, 


From a Spectal Correspondent. 


ARIS, May 1.—American patriotism, which is just 
p as keen abroad as at home, is responsible for the 
annual ceremony of the decoration of the grave of 
that of the soldiers’ 
Lafayette is buried 
in the strange little cemetery of Picpus, within the 
grounds of the convent of Perpetual Adoration, one of 
the most rigid and austere orders of the Roman Catholic 
church. 
The convent, with its’ irregular, oddly-constructed 
buildings joined to one another apparently as necessity 
demanded and not with a view to architectural beauty,

The guns themselves are long, slim-barreled. gray 
affairs, with apparently a second: and shorter barrel ‘be- 
low. This is the recoil cylinder, containing an appara- 
tus to check the kick of the gun. The gunners sit on 
either side of the long barrel, one laying the sights— 
which means keeping the telescope pointing at the hill 
selected as an aiming point—and the other firing the 
gun by a little trigger of brass lying convenient to his 
hand. 

Once the trail of the gun, fitted with sharp steel 
spade, setties into the ground, there is no movement of 
the wheels or of the cariiage. Only the long barrel 
‘shoots back along its ways and is returned to position 
by its springs. A glass of water, filled to the brim, 
could be set on one of the wheels while the great fifteen: 
pound shells are being hurled out of the gun, without 
spilling a drop. The greatest care is used to prevent 
the guns from being moved by kick, otherwise they 
would have to be resighted each shot and their speed of 
fire cut down by more than half. 

The ammunition is like the ordinary brass cartridge 
and bullet for small arms. It consists of a regular 
brass cartridge case, a charge of smokeless powder and 
a fifteen-pound shell, containing—if shrapnel—250 round 
lead bullets, half an inch in diameter. These are con- 
tained in the long, steel case of the shell and held in by 
a brass head, called the fuse, and containing the appa- 
ratus by which the bursting charge of the shell is fired. 
When the brass segments of this head are turned to the 
number of seconds marked on them, the shell! will burst 
in that time. The time of flight being known, the bat- 
terymen can burst this shel] just over the heads of the 
enemy by carefully setting this fuse. 

When the shell explodes it is not rent into fragments 
like a bomb, but merely acts as the barrels of.a shotgun, 
driving out its bullets to do their damage among the 
men below them, while it falls to the ground, usually 
unbroken. 

Below the exploding shell, the ground is torn up for 
a distance of 100 yards long and sixty yards wide by the 
little bullets. There is an exceilent chance of getting 
hurt when one is under one of these exploding shrapnel.

is inclosed within time-colored, weather-beaten walls of 
a great height. When once beyond the great doors that 
bar out the public, one seems to be lost in a remote vil- 
lage. The straggly buildings, the little detached chapel, 
the land under cultivation, the cemetery at the extreme 
end of the inclosure, all tend to keep alive this feeling. 
This isolated spot, generally so hard to enter, is open 
to the Americans on the 30th of May from 3 to 6 in the 
afternoon in order that they may pay homage to the his- 
torical figure whose name is so closely allied with our 
country’s fight for liberty. 

But even under these conditions care is taken to keep 
out the idly curious. The concierge in the doorway of 
his tiny house at the one entrance watches each new- 
comer and asks him to inscribe his name in a book 
placed there for the purpose. At 5% o'clock the Ambas- 
sador and his wife, the Consul-Genera! and Mrs. Mason, 
the Rev. Dr. Morgan, Mr. Harjes and other prominent 
members of the American colony assemble, put their 
Signatures in the book and traverse the long. box-bor- 
dered path that skirts the large vege able garden, 
plowed, planted and taken care of by the nuns them- 
selves. Only the novices are seen, but these immacu- 
lately white-robed women are performing their outdoor 
duties—some digging, others pushing heavy wheelbar- 
rows. 

This peaceful little cemetery besides being the last 
resting place of Lafayette contains the tombs of a few 
of the oldest families in France. Separated from this 
part is an iron grating beyond which are buried in a 
large pit the 1340 victims who were guillotined during 
the French Revolution in 1794. At one side stands a 
simple, unostentatious column, the only mark that at- 
tracts the eye. Lafayette’s tomb, which is close to this 
separation wall, consists of a plain marble slab, modest 
to a degree, which is encircled by a low, festooned, 
black iron chain. This is the end of the pilgrimage.

by a broad, purple ribbon on which is inscribed in gold 
lettering: “Lafayette Post of New York, G.A.R.” This 
is reverently laid on the marble slab.

CALIFORNIA OAKS. 
By Ernest Braunton, 

ALIFORNIA is quite distinguished for her oaks, for 
Washington has but one oak (Quercus Garryana,) and 
Oregon five, but all are found within our borders. 
to Los Angeles than the Santa Cruz Mountains. Nine 
of our species are trees and five are shrubs. The most 


closely-allied genus, once called a true oak or Quercus, 


is Pasania densiflora, the tan oak, midway between the 
oaks and chestnuts. But little less closely related is 
our California chestnut or chinquipin (Castanopsis 
chrysophylla and C. sempervirens;) the first is a forest 


tree, the latter species but a bush. One botanical stage 


farther away brings us to the walnuts. In fact all nuts, 
together with the acorns, are closely related. 

Our oaks are divided into several groups and eleven 
of them are known as “white oaks,” the bark commonly 
white or whitish and the wood light colored. These 
are again divided into deciduous species and evergreen

P to the present time there has been issued quite a 
number of books on the flora of restricted regions. 
We have one on the “Flora of Los Angeles and Vicinity,” 
also “Flora of Middle West California,” etc., etc., but 
nothing sufficiently comprehensive to cover any consid- 


erable area. We have sadly needed a work covering 
Southern California, but it has not been forthcoming. 
Possibly the fact that such works areglargely labors of 
love, publisaed at a monetary loss to the author and that | 
said author is generally a much underpaid university | 
professor of botany has proved a sufficient deterrent. 
What we have most needed and so long needed has 
been a botany covering the entire length and breadth of 
our glorious State, and at last an author of unques- 
tioned ability, with a spirit undaunted by the assurance 
of launching a losing venture, is to supply this marked 
deficiency in our scientific literature. Parts I and Il 
of “A Flora of California,” by Willis Linn Jepson of the 
University of California, have made their appearance 
and may be procured at a nominal sum. Other parts

To Make a Temporary Hotbed. 


SE fermenting stable manure with a small amount 

of straw or litter in it, from grain-fed horses. The 
manure may be placed in abroad, flat heap and thor- 
oughly compacted by tramping. A heap eight or nine 
feet wide and any multiple of three in length, with the 
manure fourteen to sixteen inches deep, will give 
sufficient heat. Upon the surface of the manure heap 
a frame made eight inches high at the front and twelve 
inches high at the back, with tapered boards for ends 
will give sufficient fall to the sash to carry off the 
water and will afford ample space for the development 
of the plants within.

PUBLICITY AND POULTRY. 


SUGGESTIONS OF VALUE ALONG THE LINE 
OF ADVERTISING. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 


NOTE—Short articles of a practical nature are cordiaily so- 
ficited from breeders and fanciers, relating their experiences 


with poultry, giving their successes as well as failures. The 
writer will be glad, in so far as lies in his power, to answer 
wquiries of public interest bearing on any phase of an enlight 
ened poultry culture, such as feeding and management, disease 
and its. prevention, market conditions, fancy points, ete The 
co-operation of utility breeders and fanciers is cordially se- 
licited, to the end that the best thought and practice in an en- 
lightened poultry culture may find a healthy expression in these 


columns. 
O the person with a commercial poultry plant cater- 
T ing to the market for eggs and carcass, the sale of 
eggs for hatching and an occasional breeding pen 
is almost pure velvet, because the fixed charges for 
maintenance of plant are wholly met by the market 


proposition. This fact once thoroughly appreciated, 
breeders wil] at once realize the importance of build- 
ing up a trade for breeding specimens. And in no way 


can this be more quickly accomplished than by judicious 
advertising. Good stock is always more or less in de- 
mand, and since pure breeds cost no more for feed and 
care than mongrels, it is certainly the part of wisdom to 
pin one's faith in the former and eschew the latter. 

If a breeder has a surplus of pullets or cockerels it is 
policy to get in touch with prospective buyers by plac- 
ing an announcement in The Times and possibly a few 
poultry papers. The advertisement should be specific, 
something like the following: 

“WHITE ORPINGTON PULLETS. I have more pul- 
lets than I can bandle this season. Will sell ao that are

large of size. vigorous, of good type, with fine plumage 
and head and lee points: from a fine laying strain. 
Price $1.50 each, or $50 for the lot. John Doe, Watts, 
Cal.” 

If your birds are extra fine, you should have $2 each. 
Most people are apt to have a surplus of cockerels, 
which are more difficult to market as breeding stock. 


Puny and deformed specimens might as well be killed 
at once; it is poor economy to “monkey” with an ailing 
chick. Be sure that their new environment is free 
from lice and mites. Disinfect both hen and, brooder. 
in the matter of feed, for the first twenty-four hours they 
should be left alone; after that they will require con- 
stant attention if we are to obtain good results, whether 
we aim at a supply of hen fruit or carcass for market. 
The usual practice is to hard-boil an egg, chop it fine, 
shell and all, and then mix it with an equa! amount of 
bread crumbs, cornmeal or oatmeal; this is the first 
meal. This food should be kept up for two or three 
days, after which we feed with ground wheat, corn, 
shell and bone, also green food, such as cut alfalfa, let- 
tuce, etc. The standard chick foods now on the market 
are being widely used, and invariably give satisfaction. 
It is a good practice to feed often, but little at a time, 
say every two hours, or four and five times a day until 
the chicks are five or six weeks old. Always be sure 
that no food remains in the vessels or runs after they 
have eaten, to become sour. Nothing is so prolific of 
bowel trouble and dysentery. In our own case, with 
some forty fowls bred “on the side” the egg-and-bread 
diet is continued for three or four days, when it is at 
once substituted for the morning mash fed to the adult 
‘poultry. This mash for the most part contains the 
waste from the table accumulated the previous day. A 
large iron kettle stands on the back of the kitchen range 
into which are placed the available leavings—bits of 
peat, vegetable parings, cast-off bread, etc. The morn- 
ing following this is all cooked by the addition of the 
proper amount of water, when sufficient bran is added to 
make a mash. Into this is also added a pinch of salt 
and a scant teacupful of bone and blood meal. Give 
only what the fowl eat up clean in about twenty or 
'thirty minutes. We feed in galvanized iron troughs. 
At midday we give liberally of green food—cut alfalfa, 
| lettuce, Swiss chard, cabbage, chopped onions, beets, or 
| whatever is most convenient, all the time aiming to 
-have as great a variety as possible. At night grain, 
principally cracked corn and wheat, which is supple- 
‘mented with millet, hemp, canary and other seeds, as 
occasion suggests. Do not overfeed, as fat fowl are 
' more or less dilatory in movement, and when in this con- 
dition are susceptible to vicious habits and to the con- 
tracting of disease. For breeding purposes a fat fowl 
is undesirable: its progeny is almost certain to be weak. 
| chicks should have access to pure water; when deprived 
long enough to become real! thirsty, they should not be 
‘allowed to drink too freely of cold water. 

The question is often asked: “How shall we feed a 
/flock of hens?” That depends somewhat on our pur- 
pose. If for eggs, we must largely provide those ele- 
ments of which the egg is formed; if for table purposes 
the ration should be rich in the fat and meat-building 
constituents. Fifteen per cent. of animal foods, 25 per 
| cent. vegetable, and 60 per cent. grain; the more varied 
| this grain food the better, while the vegetable substance 
is preferably alfalfa. Beans, ground, when they can be 
| bought at the corresponding price with other grains, 
are excellent, for they contain 38 per cent. muscle-form- 

ing material as compared to 17 per cent. in barley, 22 
| per cent. In oats, and 11 per cent. in corn—the corn 
having the greatest quantity of fat or heat; but the 
| beans had best be part of a composite mea! made about 

in the following proportions: Fifteen pounds corn, 15 
pounds beans, 10 pounds barley, 15 pounds oats, and 15 
15 pounds wheat bran. .Of this grain should be 60 per 
cent. of the ration, with 15 per cent. animal and 25 per 
cent. alfalfa or other vegetables, the mash thoroughly 
scalded. 

As to quantity, feed only what they will eat up clean 
in twenty minutes on a clean run. After this quantity 
is ascertained, if green is fed, rake it into the runs or 
'else supply litter into which it can be thrown. Some 

means must be provided to keep confined poultry con- 
stantly at work. Exercise is of as much importance as 
feeding.

of a normal crop, though some of the largest orchards: 
are simply “sweeping down” with fine fruit. The frost 
has placed a heavy hand upon this pear in some of the 
higher foothill lands, while in altitudes of 1500 to 2000 
feet I saw no frost damage whatever—a reminder of the 
freaks “Old Jack” plays here as he displays his vagaries 
in the citrus belt. But the freezing weather has not les- 
sened the quantity. It has marred the quality in a few 
large &reas, and there will be many cartloads of scarred 
fruit good in flayor and size, but not prime for the fancy 
trade. 

The peach growers. think they can hold the canners 
to $50 a ton for fancy fruit, and this price has already 
in scores of contracts. The yield 
throughout the peach districts may reach 75 per cent 
normal, as the trees are vigorous and the sizes liable to 
be right. In a few large cases the growers have become 
plum crazy and have rooted out their peach trees for 
the more ge relative. Thinning is the rule now, | 
and ladders are bristling throughout the best orchards, | 
and one man told me he had the heaviest and most | 
promising crop he ever saw. The outlook in a score of. 
neighborhoods has never been better. 

Sacramento City is now red with cherries, growing 
right in her front vard—the only tree-fruit crop known | 
that will succeed as well on a town lot as in the field. 
Commercially the cherry orchards have fallen Into line 
with the other orchards and the minus quantity will cer- 
tainly reach 30 per cent., thovgh four counties report a

“So far as the general situation is concerned, we 
must await something more definite than charges and 
denials. This is a matter upon which we should look 
for some guidance to reputable medical opinion 
throughout the State. We hear quickly enough from 
tne professional organization if some poor wretch is 
caught curing people of disease, or trying to do so, 
without the proper certificates of competence. This Is 
a far graver matter. Here we uave an official medical 
board charged with operating a house of ill-fame. They 
are charged on suspicion with misusing funds that have 
been worried and harried, as fees, from the most de- 
fenseless section of the people, those whose occupa- 
ion places them beyond the pale of the law, but who 
yet are women. Now what have the reputable physi- 
elans of the State to say to this? It is all very well 
for Dr. Eaton to suggest that this is an attack upon 
organized labor. He knows that it is nothing of the 
‘kind, It is an attack upon villainy. We do not know 
yet who the villains are, but we intend to know. 

“San Francisco has never had reason to be proud of 
its Board of Health, and this scandal will serve some 
good purpose if it direct attention to the kind of men 
to whom we entrust dictatorial and oppressive powers. 
If the Board of Health has authority to order’a speci- 
fied class of women to subject themselves to certain 
nameless proceedings, to extract weekly or bi-weekly 
fees from them, practically to compel them to accept 
subsequently the ordinary paid services of other phy- 
sicians, then the Board of Health has similar powers 
'over all other classes of citizens. There is practically 
no limit to what it may not do simply by its own ukase. 
We have nad already a sample of their quality in the 
infamous tuberculosis ordinance, an ordinance that is 
a menace to the liberty of every citizen of San Fran 
cisco, a disgrace and a detriment to the city. Now we 
|have this sudden flashlight upon other atrocities 
| charged against men who have already the rights of 
| priv ate imprisonment, without appeal, over men, 
women and children. Where will it end? 

“Certainly it will not end here. Apart from such 
legal inquiry as there may be perhaps it will be pos- 
sible to arouse some latent sense of duty in the cleri- 
‘cal committee. They may be persuaded to tell us ex- 
actly why they resigned? What are the exact facts 
_that came to their knowledge, all of them? Do they 
know how often these women, for whom their sympa- 
thies are sO warm and spontaneous, are compelled to 
pay fees for proceedings repulsive to themselves? 
What are those fees? What is their precise disposi- 
tion? Where is it possible to consult some public 
| financial statement wherein the amount of these fees is 
| set forth? Some of these questions may be beyond the 
‘clerical sphere, but never mind about that. Doubtless 
they collected every possible detail and will now hasten 
to speak out, and to speak out loudly, on a matter lying 
s° close to the morality of the community.”
